Building Trades Council 
set for legislative tussle 


The Building Trades Council 
meeting this week was brief, ad- 
journing early to attend to 
Christmastide festivity, but time 


was taken to consider the ur-| 


gency of plunging into the leg- 
islative year with full power. 
Business Representative J. L. 
Childers was authorized to at- 
tend sessions of the Legislature 
when necessary to attend peri- 
odic conferences of the State 
Building Trades Council which 


will among other things discuss | 


political problems, and to attend 
in March the legislative confer- 
ence of the AFLCIO Building & 


Construction Trades Department 


in Washington. 
Also, letters are being sent 


| from the council to all affiliated | 


local unions asking them to send 
representatives to the March 
conference in Washington. 
Childers pointed out that far 
over 300 resolutions came before 
the recent conventions of or- 
ganized Jabor in San Francisco, 


and that many of those adopted | 
require much work to carry} 


them out legislatively. 


The State Building Trades 
Council, he said, will see to it 
that 47 pieces of proposed legis- 
lation will be introduced in the 
Legislature during the session 
which opens in January. The 
State BTC itself will do this, in- 
stead of having the California 
Labor Federation, the new 
merged group, attend to it. 

But after the building trades 
bills are introduced the Califor- 


nia Labor Federation will do! , 
| ventions raised per capita one 


what it can to facilitate their 
passing. However, said Childers, 
it is up to the building trades- 
men themselves to be steadily on 
the alert. This will be costly he 
added, but it’s either spend the

| THE NEW CONGRESS 


On the national level, Childers 
said that while the new Congresg 
which convenes early in January 
is undoubtedly the best we’ve 
had in years, labor and the lib= 
erals still have the Southern 
Democrats on their hands, and 
the remnant of reactionary Re-= 
publicans. 


But there are liberal blocs inf 
both parties, and in the past the 
legislative conferences of the 
building tradesmen and of la- 
bor in general have proved very 
effective in mobilizing sentiment 
in Congress for action favorable 
to labor. 


Childers cited the influence 
such a conference had on the 
Kennedy-Ives proposed legisla= 
tion for regulation of unions. 
MERGER CONVENTION 


Childers said that one could 
easily talk an hour on the sig- 
nificance to building tradesmen 
of events at the big merger con- 
vention in San Francisco, of the 
State BTC convention which 
preceded it, and of the other 
labor gatherings on that historic 
occasion. But he said that he 
would reserve a report on this 
for the next meeting of the 
council, which will be held Janu- 
ary 6, after the holidays are 
over.

This department’s recent com- 
ment on encyclopedias kicked 
off a controversy, and also 
brought out some useful infor- 
mation for moderate - income 
families seeking values. 


A helpful librarian, Evelyn 
Colcord of Arlington, Mass., 
writes: 

“Used encyclopedias are apt to 
be about ten years old, and out- 
of - date information today is 
very bad. Certain fields of infor- 
mation change almost from day 
to day: satellites, submarines, 
‘etc. As librarians we feel that 
it is important in supplementing 
school work to use only late and 
accurate information. 

“Your article gave the impres- 
sion that World Book is useful 
only through Junior High. The 
‘Hart Chart lists it for adults as 
well as for children from seven 
up. 

“The Lincoln Library, which 
we use a great deal, has the 
advantage of being accurate for 
children ten years and up 
through adult, and costs only 
around $25. 


“Thank you for warning peo- 
ple about the ‘package deals’ by 
salesmen who use all sorts of 
strategy. If there is a good pub- 
lic library which keeps its ref- 
erence books up to date, it is 
much better for people to use it 
instead of putting money into 
books which become obsolete so 
soon. Chain-store bargain ency- 
clopedias also are poor quality.” 

Miss Colcord’s advice to avoid 
old encyclopedias is useful. How- 
ever, 1955-57 sets recently have 
been offered by such specialists 
as Barnes & Noble in New York, 
for about half the price of new 
sets. 

Any family considering buying 
an encyclopedia should get. a 
copy of The Hart Chart, to 
which Miss Colcord refers. It 
gives price, size, strong points, 
other buying facts, and evalua- 


tion of all major encyclopedias, | 


and is thoroughly frank in its 
ratings and criticisms. You can

Oregano helps 
in mayonnaise 


Researchers have studied the 
effect of 32 different spices on 
the development of rancidity in 
fats and fatty foods. 

Allspice, cloves, rosemary, sage 
and a spice mixture were out- 
standing in preventing develop- 


ment of rancidity in ground 
pork. 
Cloves, rosemary, sage and 


thyme doubled the stability of 
mayonnaise. 

Most effective spice in mayon- 
naise was oregano. Mayonnaise 
contains oregano kept for nearly 
six months before coming ran- 
cid, compared with a sample of 
mayonnaise containing no spice 


which was rancid at the end_of| 


three weeks. None of the spices 
was very effective in French 
dressing. 

Oregano, rosemary and sage 
were quite effective in prevent- 
ing rancidity in all the foods in 
which they were tested. Cloves 
and all-spice, though very good 
in sausage were relatively weak 
in other food products.

Detergents 
and the hands 


Maybe you’ve noticed that the 
detergent you’ve been using for 
dishes has made little rough, red 
places on your hands—under® 
your rings. Perhaps the skin on 
your hands has even broken out. 

Most likely it is not the fault 
of the detergent. The one you’re 
using probably is designed for 
the family wash and other heavy 
laundry. These detergents are 
called “built” detergents because 
they have something added to 
increase their cleaning ability. 
Usually an alkali is added. It 
does a good job with heavy 
cleaning—but if some of the de- 
tergent collects underneath your 
ring setting, the alkali is hard 
on sensitive skin. Try rinsing off 
with clear water after you finish 
the dishes. This should remove 
traces of the alkali.’ ; 

However, you may actually be 
allergic to certain detergents. If 
you are allergic, try different 
brands until you find one that 
Suits. 


First course aid 


To dress up the first course at 
a company dinner, try this: mix 
cream cheese with bits of an- 
chovies, turn into a small bowl 
and refrigerate. When firm, 
shape into a ball and roll in 
minced parsley. Serve with crisp 
crackers and tomato juice for 
the first course.

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Draftsmen needed |] newcomer a 


more now: College 


Following the national em- 
ployment trend toward more 
highly skilled technicians, de- 
mand for industrial draftsmen 
has increased 10-fold since 1940, 
according to Junius Kellam, in- 
dustrial drafting instructor at 
Oakland City College, Laney 
campus. 

The college is faced with an 
almost continual waiting list of 
persons anxious to enter draft- 
ing classes. Starting pay for in- 
dustrial draftsmen ranges from 
$325 to $450 a month, and it is 
possible for experienced drafts- 
men to reach $700 a month in 
five to eight years. 


“Mathematical and mechan- 
ical abilities are important to 
the successful draftsman today,” 
said Michael Bifano, drafting 
instructor. “Care for detail, cre- 
ative talent, willingness to take 
Suggestions, and ability to get 
along with others are other nec- 
essary attributes.” 


About 50 percent of the stu- 
dents are placed directly through 
Oakland City College each year, 
according to Kellam. Six have 
been placed recently at the Liv- 
ermore Radiation Laboratory. 


Nuclear electricity and by- 
products, water resources devel- 
opment, protection of the pub- 
lic from exploitation, mainte- 
nance of a better social order 
and regaining various funds for 
the State of California are re- 
viewed by Attorney General Ed- 
mund G. Brown in his final De- 
partment of Justice biennial re- 
port to Governor Goodwin J. 
Knight. 

Brown, Governor-elect, re- 
capitulates the accomplishments 
of the Attorney General’s office 
in the past two-year period in 
this report and thanks the retir- 
ing Governor for his cooperation. 


Pointing up the fact that the 
population increase is adding 
one new Californian every min- 
ute, with an increase of 1,250,000 
in the past two years, Brown 
stresses the need for stepped-up 
services to meet the challenge of 
the fast-growing State. 

Responsible for uniform and 
adequate enforcement of the 
law, the Attorney General and 
his staff have been “ever vigi- 
lant in detecting and halting 
any exploitation of the people in 
all the phases and jurisdiction 
of the State’s administration,” 
reports Brown. His report cites 
the steps taken in protecting

water resources in the Colorado 
River litigation, the Ivanhoe case 
with the United States Supreme 
Court unanimous decision sus- 
taining the 160-acre limitation, 


and the need for a permanent 
water development fund. 


The newest industry, nuclear 
energy, with 300 licensed firms 
in California, is the new con- 
cern of eight State agencies in 
the prevention of radiation pol- 
lution or accident catastrophe on 
a State level, although the Fed- 
eral Atomic Energy Act still has 
Lam jurisdiction over the indus- 

ry. 

Criminal statistics, while 
showing an increase in felonies, 
“does not mean that each crime 
represents an individual crimi- 
nal,” says the Attorney General’s 
report. He cites several criminals 
who were responsible for .100 or 
more burglaries before being ap- 
prehended, the operations 
spreading throughout a number 
of counties, as well as numerous 
repeaters. The full biennial re- 
port of the Bureau of Criminal 
Statistics is reviewed separately 
in the report.

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GOP Senator says 
party must learn 
to befriend labor 


A GOP senator who won re- 
election two years ago in the very 
same state where Republicans 
took a beating this year voiced 
some ideas the other day on how 
his. party could stage a come- 
back. Outstanding among them 
was this injunction to his party: 
Stop fighting labor! 

The suggestions came from 
Senator Alexander Wiley, a Re- 
publican with a moderately good 
labor record, who triumphed in 
his 1956 race for another six- 


year term, despite opposition 


from the Old Guard GOP ma- 
chine in Wisconsin. That ma- 
chine took a drubbing on No- 
vember 4, losing virtually all 
state offices as well as two con- 
gressional seats. 


Wiley attributed such defeats 
in Wisconsin and elsewhere at 
least partly to the fact that so 
many GOP candidates appeared 
to be campaigning against labor. 

“There are better than 65 mil- 
lion people employed in this 
country and some 18 million are 
union members,” he said. “All 
these people are, by and large, 
good citizens and good Amer- 
icans, and they should be told 
so by Republicans.” 

He said “the idea that the 
GOP is anti-union was actually 
spread by Republicans.” 

“Unquestionably that had a lot 
to do with the party’s defeat,” 
Wiley added. “No Republican 


| that I know of had very many 


good words for the good unions. 
How do you think union mem- 


| bers reacted to that?” 


Wiley also declared his party 
made “a bad mistake” in tieing 
much of its campaign to an at- 


| tack on Walter Reuther, presi- 
‘dent of the United Automobile 


Workers. Stressing that Reuther 
is an honest labor leader, Wiley 
then deplored the fact that he 
didn’t read of many GOP can- 
didates “attacking Dave Beck 
and James Hoffa who are the 
real bad ones in the labor move- 
ment.” — LABOR.

Court bans Teamo convention, 
tells Hoffa to mind monitors 


A federal court has ordered 
the Teamsters Union to drop 
plans for a special convention 
next March intended to “get rid 
of” the court-appointed moni- 
tors. 


U. S. District Judge F. Dickin- 
son Letts, who named the moni- 
tors under a consent decree last 
January ending litigation that 
challenged the election of James 
R. Hofa as IBT president, also 
ordered the union to comply 
with 10 specific “clean-up” rec- 
ommendations of the monitors. 

The convention call, Letts 
ruled, was “null and void,” and 
he amended the consent decree 
to make any further call subject 
to recommendation of the moni- 
tors and “the final approval of 
the court.” 


Letts held that all 10 of the 
cleanup recommendations of the 
majority of the monitors were 
“reasonable” and that the pow- 
ers of the monitors were not 
solely “recommendatory.” 


He warned that “remedies are 


not lacking in our judicial proc- 
ess” if court orders should be 
violated, disregarded or ignored.” 

Letts also ruled that provi- 
sions in the IBT constitution on 
eligibility of rank-and-file mem- 
bers to run for office were “con- 
trary to public policy and in- 
valid.” 

He directed that three mem- 
bers of Youngstown, O., Local 
377 be declared eligible. The ef- 


fect of this order goes directly J 


to Hoffa who under the consti- 
tution interprets the document.

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GM profit, labor 
cost about equal 


WASHINGTON — The labor 
cost of the average 1957 General 
Motors car ran from $300 to $400, | 
or in the same range as GM’s 
$313 profit per auto before taxes. 

The labor cost figures are part 
of a 314-page report on admin- 
istered prices in the auto indus- 
try by the Senate Anti-Trust 
and Monoply Sub - committee, 
which had conducted intensive 
hearings into auto prices. It is 
headed by Senator Estes Kefau- 
ver (D., Tenn.). 

The subcommittee arrived at 
its labor cost figures by com- 
puting the number of man-hours 
per car—roughly 130 to 140—and 
multiplying by GM’s stated aver- 
age wage of $2.88 per hour. 

On this basis the labor cost 
of the average car, including 
both direct and indirect produc- 
iton workers, “appears to be in 
the area of $375 to $400,” the re- 
port said. — AFLCIO News.

DETROIT — The Auto Work- 
ers will switch from the bargain- 
ing table to legislative halls to 
win future improvements in re- 
tirement income for union mem- 
bers who have already retired. 


UAW Secretary-Treasurer Emil 
Mazey said the three-year con- 
tracts negotiated this year with 
the auto industry’s “Big Three’ 
marked the last time the union 
would be able to bargain retro- 
actively for retired workers. 

In recent negotiations with 
General Motors, Ford and Chry- 
Sler, Mazey said, the union “rec- 
ognized and accepted the prac- 
tical economic fact” that it could 
not “continue to negotiate in- 
definitely such retroactive in- 
creases in the automobile indus- 
try alone when it is not done in 
any other industry.” — AFLCIO

The AFLCIO Executive Coun- 
cil has issued a statement de- 
claring that we “call on all our 
affiliates to give their full sup- 
port to labor’s drive for the en- 
actment of a comprehensive, 
sound housing bill by Congress 
in 1959.” 

The statement continues: 


“Discrimination and segrega- 
tion in housing because of race, 
creed, color or national origin, 
are contrary to the democratic 
way of life and should be elimi- 
nated as quickly as possible. To 
this end standards should be es- 
tablished, requiring that all 
housing built with the aid of 
Federal funds or credit or any 
other form of financial assist- 
ance or guarantee should be 
made available to minority fami- 
lies on an equal basis with all 
other families. ... 


“The failure of the last Con- 
gress to enact a decent housing 
bill has placed in jeopardy the 
immediate future of housing in 
America. 

“We look to the newly-elected 
86th Congress for the enactment 
of a comprehensive housing bill 
that will make up for this fail- 
ure and will measure up to the 
mounting need for good housitie{! 
which is now beyond the finan- 
cial reach of most American 
families. 

“The present critical situation 
demands that the next Congress 
enact into law a total housing 
program, enabling local commu- 
nities to go ahead with the ur- 
gent task of programming the 
necessary projects for the needed 
middle-income and low-income 
housing, along with the related 
work of slum clearance, urban 
redevelopment and improvement 
of community facilities. 

“Congress should reject all at- 
tempts to fragment the overall 
housing program into splinter 
enactments or to substitute frac- 
tional emergency measures for 
it. 

“Instead, Congress should en- 
act without delay a comprehen- 
Sive housing bill. This bill should 
include adequate provision, 
without subsidies, for the mod- 
erate-income families, whose in- 
comes are too high for eligibility 
for publicly-aided housing, but 
too low to afford the homes 
available in the present market. 
Cooperative housing is a par- 
ticularly effective means of 
bringing good homes within the 
financial reach of moderate-in- 
come families.”

the Sandia Corporation plant 
near Pleasanton. Childers re- 
plied that a meeting on the sub- 
ject had been held at Pleasan- 
ton just before Thanksgiving, 
attended by some half dozen 
business representatives of lo- 
cals which will have men of 
their craft in the plant, and by 
some of the building trades 
craftsmen already working there. 
There are already about 35 em- 
ployed, and the number will ex- 
pand steadily. 

Two of the men already em- 
ployed showed special interest 
in getting the plant organized, 
he said. Questions that have 
been raised are: what the bar- 
gaining unit is to be, and wheth- 
er supervisorial employees are to 
be eligible for organization.

Vote of Union soldiers 
in prison gives a hint 


When the merger on the State level of the AFL and CIO 
took place last week it was just 3 years and 3 days since the 
merger on the top level had taken place. The AFLCIO News, 
official publication of the united movement, said editorially in 
its December 6 issue: 

“Today, as it begins its fourth year, the united labor movement 
stands as a tribute to the determination of millions of organized 


workers that labor shall speak with a clear, strong voice in the 
councils of the nation.” 


The AFLCIO News rightly stresses the accomplishments of 
the nationally merged movement during those three years: 


“In its first three years the AFLCIO has successfully weathered 
a major political assault on the trade union movement, a severe 
economic recession and the internal stresses of a newly merged 
organization.”

It was those “‘internal stresses” which were evident during 
last week's merger sessions in San Francisco to such an extent 
that they got considerable featuring in the dailies. We all knew 
some things would come up for discussion and rather heated 
discussion, and of course they did come up. 


However, it should be remembered—and some folks do fail 
to remember it—that similarly heated discussions of the same 
subjects used to come up at the conventions of the separate 


AFL and CIO. 


Then, as now, to solve some of these problems it is essen- 
tial for some leaders to think of something bigger than the im- 
mediate seeming interests of their own special group. Men do 
rise to that sometimes. 


In 1864 the Confederates wanted to see how the Union sol- 
diers in the Andersonville prison hospital felt about the election 
issues in the North. So the Confederates on Election Day con- 
ducted a carefully supervised straw polling. Each of the 1200 
Union prisoners in the hospital camp marked his ballot for 
Lincoln or for McClellan. 


A vote for Lincoln meant that the war would be fought to 
the bitter end and that many of these poor prisoners would 
probably die in prison. A vote for McClellan meant the possi- 
bility of compromise and early peace. 


How did the vote turn out? 800 for Lincoln, only 400 for 
McClellan! 


Sin and Smog...we’re agin ‘em 


One of the resolutions adopted by our brand new California 
Labor Federation was against smog. This may have reminded 
some of the delegates of the time Calvin Coolidge went to 
church alone and was asked by Mrs. Coolidge on his return 
what the minister preached about, and the taciturn President 
replied, “Sin.” When she asked him what the minister said 
about it, Coolidge replied, “He was agin it.” 


But sin is ever with us, and it is quite important to be agin 
it. Similarly, smog is getting so it is with us always, and it is 
desperately important to be agin it, and to take or encourage 
all steps necessary to kill it. 


A day or so after the adoption of that resolution Professor 
John T. Middleton, UC plant patholgist, reported that high- 
irritant smog is damaging tomatoes, lettuce, spinach, celery, 
grapes, alfalfa, and citrus fruits in the Central Valley. 


That vast valley is becoming a smog trap to poison and 
kill our food. Looks like we may ruin the earth before we blow 
it up.

Racketeers 


Where businessmen are crook- 
ed, union racketeers thrive, 
that’s one of the main points 
made by David J. Saposs, noted 
economist and labor historian, 
in an extensive article on “La- 
bor Racketeering: Evolution and 
Solutions,” appearing in the ma- 
gazine Social Research. 

“Only certain industries, busi- 
nesses and trades,’ Saposs as- 
serts in his article, “seem sus- 
ceptible to large-scale and wide- 
spread racketeering ... mainly 
those in which not only labor 
racketeering thrives but all sorts 
of general racketeering, involv- 
ing employers, middlemen and 
others. Hence racketeering is 
not a labor problem but a social 
problem.” — LABOR. 


50-cake grievance 


Two employees of the Hamp- 
ton Baking Co., represented by 
Allied Industrial Workers Local 
308 in Redkey, Ind., missed a 
drivers’ sales meeting and were 
allotted 50 angel food cakes to 
sell, without their knowledge. 

The cakes were ordered for 
them on a no return basis. 

When the employees could not 
sell the goods the company 
would not refund the money due 
on the unsold cakes. 

The employees filed a griev- 
ance and as a result were re- 
funded more than $24.00 for the 
unsold cakes. — Allied Industrial 
Worker.
